Liberty.

to have attained considerable prapor- 
tlonti. It now seems to be a small 
affair, not much over a brigade, and 
apparently is not destined to play 
an important role. Its mission prob- 
ably Is only to cause a demonstration 
on* the Russian loft.

died at 0:10 o'clock last evening at 
his apartments In* 
the 
Arlington 


hotel. 
The immediate cause of his 


death wns a disease o£ the mitral 
valve >and dilation o£ the-heart. 


Gathered about tho bcdsl,dc when 


tha postmaster general breathed his 
last were Mrs. Payne, who stood up 
bravely under the heavy strain; Rev. 
Dr. Dunlap, pastor of St. Johiv's Epis- 
copal church; Major and Mrs. W. S, 
Cameron, of Jamestown, N. Y.; Mr. 
and Mrs.'Whifield-Cameron, of Mil- 
waukee; Charles L. Jones and Miss 
Louise Jon>as, relatives; Private Sec- 
retary Whitney nnd several other In- 
timate friends. 


LAST OFFICIAL CALLER. 


The Inst ofllclul caller to inquire 


into Mr. Payne's condition was Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. Mr. Payne expired 
nbout ten minutes nfter the president 
departed. 


Immediately 
following 
the an- 


nouncement of Mr. Payne's death it 
was given out, unofficially, however, 
that his successor would be George B, 
Cortelyou, chairman of the national 
republican committee. It Is said the 
president decided on Mr. Cortelyou 
some months ago when Mr. Paym 
made it known that he intended leav- 
ing the cabinet. Under the law the 
president must appoint a successor 
within thirty days. 


Mr. Payne's last day had been one 


during which practically all hope had 
been abandoned for some hours. The 
approach'of dissolution began during 
the noon hour, when the sick man 
lost consciousness nnd no longer rec 
og~nized those whom he had attempt- 
ed to cheer durin-g- his Illness by say- 
ing to them that he was all right. 


OF PURITAN 'ANCESTRY. 


For more than 
two decades Mr. 


Payns had been a conspicuous char- 
acter in state and national politics. 
In business as well as in politics he 
always maintained 
the 
confidence 


and trust1 of men dealing with large 
affairs. 
He wns born in Ashfleld, 


Mass., November 23, 1843, and re- 
ceived a home training calculated to 
develop habits of industry and to 
fit him for a life of usefulness. His 
ancestors were Puritans, his father

' The ffoi-t Wayne and Wabash Val- 
ley Traction company, operating- the 
Fort Wayne city street railway 
Hues, is now completing the installa- 
tion of its new crossing at Main and 
Calhoun street, tho point familiarly 
known as the transfer corner, and it 
is undoubtedly the most expensive 
bit of construction work ever 
in-.

He 
suffered for years and underwent 
seven operations, which, finally culmi- 
nated in the amputation of both his 
arms. He died yesterday. 


During his experimental work with 


the X-ray Mr. Dally was Thomas A. 
Edison's chief assistant. He worked 
at the laboratory in West Orange 
night and day. In his work with 
:he fluoroscope his hands were badly 
turned by the rays. He suffered no 
pain, but his hanus looked as if they 
lad been scalded. Six months after 
:he first indications of burning ap- 
peared the hands began to swell ami 
Mr. Dally suffered great pain for two 
years when ha went to Chicago and 
obtained a position with an incan- 
descent lamp company. 


Cancer finally developed on the left 


wrist and he came east for treat- 
ment. More than 150 pieces of skin, 
taken from his logs, 
were grafted 


onto his hands without success. Sev- 
en amputations robbed him of fing- 
ers, hands and arms. 


During the seven years he had been 


unable to care for himself. 
All the 


time before his arms were amputated" 


was obliged to rest his hands in

Trinidad, Col., Oct. 1.— Although 


reports continue to be circulated to- 
day that several families have bee 
missing since a flood swept throug 
the city yesterday, no bodies hav 
been recovered and the police official 
announce that they have no reaso 
to believe there was any loss of life 
The property loss will approxlmat 
nearly a million dollars, being eve 
greater in many instances than a 
first supposed. 


Every bridge in the city of Trini 


dad is out, the Samta Fe station i 
demolished, all of the railroads ar 
tied up and the telephone and tele 
graphic service completely suspend 
ed. 
More than thirty city block 1 


the residence and business portion 
were from two to four feet unde 
water along the river. 


The flood was caused by the bean 


rain which has been falling for tw 
days. At 8 o'clock Thursday nigh 
the storm assumed cloudburst pro 
portions and at 0 o'clock yesterday 
morning the Las Aiiimas river 'went 
over its banks. At 3:30 it was im 
possible to go within a block of th 
river bed at any point and Com 
mercial street was flooded for tiirei 
blocks In the heart of the businesi 
district. Meantime the electric ligh 
and gas plants had been flooded anc 
the city was in complete darkness 
Hundreds of citizens thronged the 
streets on the edge o£ the submerged 
district, carrying lanterns and doing 
their best to provide shelter for those 
driven from their homes. 
Warning 


of tho flood was given. when the river 
left its banks by revolver 'shots and 
the ringing of the'1 fire alarm, fol- 
lowed by blowing of all the locomo 
*tlve and shop 'whistles in town. 


Citizens upon rafts made 'of sec- 


tlons of sidewalks paddled througli 
the streets rescuing families which 
were in "danger. 
The New 'Bacca 


hotel, a two-story structure just near- 
ing completion at a cost of $20,000 
was destroyed. The water then ate 
Its %vay through fifty feet of ground 
to the Santa Fe depot which was car- 
ried away, 
The 
Citizens' hotel, 


adjoining, barely escaped a similar 
fate, an acre of ground being washed 
away near It. Tho Bio Grande bridge 
at Elmoro is out and the Santa Fe 
right-of-way In many 
places has 


been washed out. Railroad traffic is 
entirely suspended and business

paralyzed.

due 'to a break in the city reservoir, 
but this Is erroneous.
